A  comparison  of  the  items  for  1913  and  1914  in  the  foregoing  statement 
reveals  the  expenditures  which  resulted  in  a  relatively  large  increase  of  oper- 
ating expenses  for  the  year  under  review.  The  principal  increments  had  refer- 
ence to  equipment,  buildings,  salaries  and  wages,  stationery  and  printing,  and 
taxes.    The  chief  reductions  were  in  commissions  and  miscellaneous. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  official  schedules  of  the  department  require  telegraph  organizations  to 
report  only  pole  and  wire  mileage  under  the  head  of  Equipment.  This  is  per- 
haps not  enough.  Something  might  be  had  which  would  be  of  value  in  relation 
to  working  installations,  instruments,  and  so  on:  hut  it  is  rather  a  difficult 
matter  to  prescribe  a  satisfactory  classification.  An  effort  will  be  made  to 
draw  up  at  least  a  limited  schedule  during  the  current  year,  and  the  depart- 
ment will  be  guided  in  its  future  course  by  the  result  of  this  tentative  prescrip- 
tion.

■*It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  a  considerable  addition  to  both  pole  and 
wire  mileage  in  1914.  The  details,  however,  are  unsatisfactory,  and  unaccount- 
ably so.  It  is  not  easy  for  example,  to  understand  how  a  reduction  of  mileage 
could  occur  in  the  province  of  Quebec;  yet  the  total  in  that  case  is  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  official  returns  of  the  companies  operating  in  that  province. 
It  should  perhaps  be  observed  that  the  reports  received  during  the  past  three 
years  have  all  been  open  to  criticism  on  the  ground  of  confusing  data  with 
respect  to  pole  and  wire  mileage.  The  tables  on  succeeding  pages  will  afford 
details  in  this  regard: —

PUBLIC  SERVICE. 

The  number  of  land  messages  handled  bv  telegraph  organizations  in  1914 
was  11,980,869,  as  compared  with  1 1,176,753  in  1913. 

Cablegrams  numbered  983,061,  representing  an  increase  of  105,527  over 
the  preceding  year. 

As  has  been  observed  in  previous  reports,  the  mere  numbers  of  either  tele- 
grams or  cablegrams  scarcely  establishes  an  adequate  basis  of  comparison. 
It  is  perhaps  more  significant  that,  as  respects  both  these  classes  of  public  ser- 
vice, they  yielded  a  lower  revenue  in  1914  than  in  1913,  notwithstanding  the 
increase  in  numbers. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  returns  for  1914  showed  6,150  employees  in  tin  service  of  telegraph 
organizations,  of  whom  3,062  were  males,  319  females,  and  2,769  were  classified 
as  "other  officers  and  employees." 

Salaries  and  wages  amounted  to  S3,214, 140.44,  as  against,  §2.962,159.13 
in  1913. 

The  aggregate  of  salaries  and  wages  in  1914  was  equal  to  75-8  per  cent  of 
operating  expenses,  as  compared  with  73  -4  per  cent  in  1913.
